Hi all, 


I have been working on a nice S-27D recently which will eventually do 
service as the boatanchor FM entertainment Rx in my shack. It will replace 
an Eddystone 770R which can't compete with it at all for stability and great 
audio. Nothing like acorn tubes and those p-p 6V6s!! 


My question is regarding the version. The nameplate on mine says S-27D. The 
manual I have from BAMA is for the S-27 A and B. I have been right through 
this radio while recapping it etc and noted a few minor differences in 
resistor values and the arrangement of the AGC feed to the IF strip. Does 
anyone have specific information as to how the "D" version differs from the 
others? I assume it's a later model but otherwise it seems pretty similar. 


Of course, every micamold black rectangular paper cap in the radio was leaky 
as were a couple of 0.05/600 oil filled bathtubs. The bathtub audio cathode 
bypass caps seem OK. 


This one suffered a power xfmr failure some time back and the previous owner 
did a very neat job of fitting in a locally made replacement. Unfortunately 
the 5Z3 rectifier now has purely ornamental status as the new xfmr has a 
single B+ winding intended for a solid state bridge rectifier, and no 5 volt 
filament winding. He also added a line xfmr to match the 500 ohm output to 
voice coil. I'm sure the power xfmr failed due to a combination of the 50 Hz 
supply down here and leaky coupling caps. Fortunately the audio output xfmr 
survived. 


The only other casualty is the S meter. I will have to find or rig a 
replacement and fortunately I do have the scale. If someone could help me 
with info about the mounting arrangement and what the sensitivity of the 


meter is, that would be very helpful. I assume the meter is a conventional 
round cased type mounted behind the square escutcheon on the panel.
